A lion Stirrup Bottle, of unusual type, the animal head in eream with

A fine Monster Vase, with funnel neck proceeding from the back of 
a grotesque toad-like animal with horns, moulded with branches 
and superbly modelled, brown and cream pigment, Truxillo, proto-

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173 <A fine Bolivia stone Figure in a reddy-tone eranite, a belt of stylised 
floral ornament round the body, the base incised with panels of

174. A remarkable Costa Rica Figure in Andesite lava, holding in the left 
hand the spirally twisted pigtail, both arms bent and carved with 
chevrons, the ears plugged, 114 2n., probably from San Carlos

round the upper half with brilliantly coloured grotesque masks on

176 A Bolivia double gourd Bottle, partly decorated with black and red 
motifs, the neck all in black, 642n., Trahuanaco; a Peru double 
gourd Vase, decorated on the upper bulb with grotesque bird- 
headed motifs in grey, yellow, cream and red, 54 %in., Tiahuanaco 2 


177 A remarkable Easter Island inscribed Tablet of axe head shape, 
decorated on both sides with nine lines of inscription depicting 
animal and fish forms, birds and crustaceans, interspersed with 
foliage and geometric characters, 12 in., rare

178 An Ancestral Male Figure of Toromiro wood, with domed forehead 
and pendulous ears, the eyes inset with shell and obsidian, the body 
with pronounced ribs and vertebrae, the arms hanging at the sides, 
30%. 


179 A rare Kaster Island fish-headed Ancestral Figure, the eyes inlaid with 
shell and obsidian, the arms flexed with the hands resting on the 
breast, and with pronounced vertebrae, the combination of the 
human figure developed on the outlines of a fish is interesting and 
unusual, 31 in. 


180 A rare Easter Island Bird Man (Taga-ta Manu) Figure in Toromiro 
wood, with finely carved shark’s mouth, beak and human features, 
the eyes inlaid with shell and obsidian, the arms and hands resting 
beneath the breast, the knees slightly bent, 254 in., an teresting 
and important figure 


181 An important and large Easter Island Ancestral Figure in Toromiro 
wood, with boldly carved bearded head, the legs wide apart, the 
hands hanging by the sides of the body, the atlas cervicle unusually 
pronounced, 41 2n., one of the largest figures recorded
